and Votes Don't 


Settle Economics 


Where the nation's foreign policy 
is concerned the Washington gov- 
ernment is giving a good account 
fof itself. It has confronted Russia 


boldly, and as a result the Soviet 
has' abandoned the . blockade 
of 
Berlin. 


But success on the foreign front 
is hardly surprising. The peace 
of Europe is something Americans 
have paid for in blood and cash, 
and its support continues to be a 
bi-partisan matter with few con- 
gressmen and senators dissenting. 


But much of the rest 
of 'the 
Washington scene 
is 
flagrantly 
political. James Marlow, for 
in- 
i stance, wrote in his AP dispatch 
•on this page yesterday:

But who would be 
surprised 


that this has come to pass? Mr. 
Truman took his re-election to be 
a mandate to carry out his main 
campaign pledges. But they were 
political when they were made, and 
Apolitical when they died. 
The fact is, neither campaign 


promises nor votes nor legislative 
maneuvers have much effect in a 
head-on collision with 
economics. 


Mr. Truman persists in plowing 
ahead with a policy that ignores 
what common citizens now recog- 
nize — that the peak of the post- 
war boom has passed, and govern- 
ment ought to be setting its own 
financial house in order 
rather 


than engage in new and costly ven- 
tures. This question 
everything else. 
overshadows 


Mr. Truman might have had a 
chance to carry out at least 
a 


part of his campaign pledges but 
for two developments: 


1. Between the time he was re- 


elected 
and 
re-inaugurated the 
American 
commodity 
markets 
started falling, indicating that we 
had a recession on 
our 
hands. 


Nothing .to worry about, 
parti- 


cularly, but a dead-certain notice 
that the boom was over. 


2. It is now apparent that many 
people who voted for Mr. Truman 


» did so merely to preserve the post- 


war boom — not out of any 
re- 
gard for his campaign 
pledges. 


They didn't like the idea of rocking 
the boat by 
changing 
admin- 


istrations. So they voted for Tru- 
man for security, but also voted 
for a lot of congressmen and sen- 
ators whoses ideas on civil rights 
and labor regulation were vastly 
different from the president's. 


When the national economy hit 
the chute and bounced the 
great 


postwar illusion vanished for near- 
ly everybody — except the pres- 
* ident. Against adverse 
economics 


•you can only do so much, whether 
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your name is Common John 
izen or Mr. President.

strictly political questions at

time when federal revenues threat- 
en to fall and government expend-

Thcrfore it is not 
surprising 
that the president's program has 
come to grief. He persisted in talk- 
$ ing about political issues while the 
people began to accumulate some 
private business fears — and one 
.private business fear will trump 
a dozen political aces.

Agreement Calls 
for Ministers 
Meet May 23

Washington, May 5 —(IP)—- The 


Russian blockade of Berlin will be 
lifted May 12 under a Big Four 
agreement announced today. 


The 
western 
powers'

blockade of the Soviet zone 
of 


Germany will be ended at the same 
time. 


The council of foreign ministers 


will meet in Paris May 23 "to con- 
sider questions 
relating to Ger- 


many, and problems arising out o£ 
the situation in Berlin, including 
also the question of currency In 
Berlin."

simultaneously in Moscow, London, 
Daris and Washington—as well as 
n New York where the Berlin deal 
vas worked out at the headquart- 
rs of the United Nations. 
"fhe document was an extraordi- 
nary display 
of harmony 
after 


more than a year of tension and 
conflict 
—sometimes marked by 
fears of actual war. 


At the same hour the brief state- 
nent was made public, a copy was 
landed to Trygve Lie, United Na- 
.ions secretary general. 


Lie also was given a letter from 


-he western powers asking him to 
advise the U.S. 
security 
council 
"that agreement has been reached 
among the four powers regarding 
the blockade." 


The 
official 
statement 
itself 
marks the beginning of the end of 
one of the most critical situation;) 
m the postwar struggle between 
Russia and the western powers. 


It will require the full week from 


now to May 12 to make the coin 
plicated arrangements for restur 
ing normal 
rail 
highway 
and 


barge traffic between Germany's 
first city and the western occupa 
tion zones. 


But while the desperate neces- 
sity for the airlift now will be at 
an end, officials made plain they 
have no intention of abandoning it 
either suddenly or .completely. 


In Berlin, the retiring American 
military governor, Gen. Lucius D 
Clay, said he expects the aerial op 
eration to continue until the west- 
ern sector, .of the German capital 
has a\ stockpile ."of "at -4east 200,000 
tons ot supplies. -That wOuJtd^'mrtrti 
about one month. 


Even then, the planes and men 


in all probability will be kept under 
standby orders. 


Washington officials regard the 
continued operation of the 
airlift 


as a sort of insurance against 1he 
possibility that if the approaching 
negotiations for a 
settlement 
of 
broader German problems become 
difficult, the Russians, might 
be 


tempted to restore the' bloe'.iado. 
. 'Actually, best informed ."iiuthoti- 
ties;;considered this possibility . re- 
mote! because they believe the Rus- 
sians' have suffered a''"first class 
defeat in the ', battle 
for 
Berlin. 


Thus they reason that this defeat 
rather than any impulsive desire 
to adopt conciliatory gestures 
to- 
ward the West, prompted the So- 
viet agreement announced today. 


The blockade first was imposed 
more than a year ago and 
since 


the middle of last summer :iie re- 
strictions have been as 
complete 


as the Russians could make them. 
The Soviet purposes were regard- 
ed by the West as, primarily 
to 


block Western power plans to cre- 
ate a separate government in west- 
ern Germany or, failing in that, 
to drive the Western Allies out of 
Berlin. 


The Soviets would have succed- 


ed in one of these objectives — or 
in precipitating a war—had it not 
been for the success of the airlift 
operation.
